The Discovery And Identification Of A Third

_ REGULAR OBVERSE 


Up until about the middle of June this 
year, all of the 1965 Canadian silver dol- 
lars had a pointed “5” in the date. 
That is, the tail of the 5 came toa 
point. Then it was discovered that a 
dollar with a blunt “5S” in the date had 
- made its appearance. This was noticed _al- 
- most simultaneously in the regular silver 
: _ dollars and in the proof-like specimens. 























the blunts took over. Many dealers and 
collectors have stated that there were no 
_ pointed 5 dollars distributed after August. 


To keep the record straight, there 

ould be a system of classifying the vari- 
types. We have talked to several 
ealers and collectors, and for the sake 
_ of simplification; the first dollars made in 

1965 were the pointed 5 variety, and they 
will be called type I. The blunt 5 which 
_ appeared next will be called type II. The 
new variety which was just discovered 
- will be called type III. 


Type III also has a blunt 5 in the date, 
but the obverse of the coin is very much 
different. First of all, type IIT has a high 
relief edge which is: readily visible to the 
naked eye. Also the beading around the 
edge of the obverse of type III is marked- 
ly different. The individual beads are much 
larger than the beads in types I and II. 
This is also readily visible to the naked 
eye and is a definite type. A search of 
proof-like sets delivered recently has fail- 
ed to turn up any proof-like type III dol- 
lars as yet, but it is possible that some 
might appear in the future. 


It is hard to predict just what these 
different varieties mean to the collector 
nd investor right now. As with the 1960 
small date cents, the prices are very little

over what they would be if there were not 
any varieties. Which variety will tend to 
be the scarcest at the end of the year when 
the Royal Canadian Mint halts minting 
1965 dollars is hard to predict, but being 
that this is already October, it is practi- 
cally impossible that there ‘would be as 
many type II and III dollars available for 
collectors as the type I. 

It seems like the bulk of the proof-like 
sets that have been delivered up to the 
present time contain the type I dollar.

The 1-Centavo, from 1915 to Date

The national emblem of 
Mexico depicts an eagle 
with a snake in his .beak. 
This is a direct represen- 
tation of an old Mexican 
and Modern Aztec legend 
which directed that where 
an eagle sat upon a cactus 
emanating from a stone 
resting in water, there you 
shall settle. The Aztecs saw 
this sight and established 
the site now called Mexico 
City. The eagle and snake 
side of Mexican coinage is 
generally recognized as the 
obverse. 


In 1915, the centavo was 
a coin 20mm in size, 95 
percent copper, 4 percent 
tin and the balance in zinc. 
This served the nation un- 
til 1918b when General Za- 
pata seized control of the 
government. His forces is- 


sued special - coinage and 


their one centavo varied in 
content only in the tin and 
zinc where .025 of each 
was introduced. The cop- 
per fineness was maintain- 
ed but the size reduced 
4mm. This special issue 
lasting only a little more 
than a year was declared 
illegal as soon as the Fed-

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Mr. Joseph Cc. Wozniak has al- 
ways been interested in history, 


culture, and antiques. He also 


collected guns and specialized in 
the Colt models from 1836 to 1873 
which included the frontier type 
six shooters. He mentioned that 
some of the guns were so scarce 
and so expensive that he. turned 
to coin collecting. He first start- 
ed collecting actively in 1943 
when he was in the U. S. Air 
Corps. Mr. Wozniak always delv- 
ed into the history of coins, and 


_ spent quite a bit of money on 


numismatic literature. He even 
has a complete set of the ‘Numis- 
matist’ from 1900 to date. 


He saw the future in Canadian 
coins as far back as 1958, and has 
written several articles on the 
coins of Canada. On his trips to 
Canada and all over the United 
States he had many inquiries re- 


lating to Mexican coinage, espe- 
cially during 1960 when the first 


book on Mexican coins came out. 

Since that time he has put to- 
gether an entire set of the one 
centavo pieces for his personal 
collection and has specimens of 
every coin minted in Mexico since 
1905. In his travels throughout 
Mexico and also border towns, 
he found out that many series,

full relief of the coin and 
to add full square rims of 
the so-called sharp edged 
proof rims.

The matte proof is 
so-called due to its flat 
etched appearance and 
rightly so the planchets for 
these coins were pickled in 
a dilute acid solution.

We suppose 
that the proof set is high 
already because of the 
proof Kennedy half dollar 
that it contains, so the 
pointed tail dime in the 
set does not affect its value 
too much. 

We have specimens of 
the three different varities 
of the 1965 Canadian dol- 
lars, and it certainly does 


not require a glass to iden- 
tify them: ‘Many dealers 
-seem to believe in them as 


they are trying to stock 
all of the varieties. Any 
collector that is interested 
will naturally want one of 
each type for comparison 
purposes, and at this time it 
is too early to tell if one 
of the types will be much 
more valuable than the 
others in months to come. 
From the looks of the type 
with the high edge, it 


would seem that ‘this coin 





collector will start out with 
a real bang by acquiring 
expensive ancient gold and 
silver coins before buying 
the commoner ones. The 
later plan usually applies 
to the wealthy collector 
who wishes to make an im- 
pressive showing ahead of 
necessary research.

_ Interest in. Canadian 
Coins 


Canadian coins have on- 
ly quite recently become 
quite popular in the United 
States. Up until very few 
years ago, there was hot 


than the supply right now, — even a catalog of Canadian 


coins published. The big- 
gest boost in interest to 
collecting Canadian coins 
was given by the United 
States Treasury Depart- 
ment when they announced 
that there would be no 
more proof sets made in 
the United States after 
1964. Being that Canada is 
our next door neighbor, 
proof set collectors turned 


to Canada for 1965 proof — 


sets. Actually the Canadi- 
an sets are termed ‘proof- 
like’ sets, as they are not 


struck on special planchets — 


or are special dies used, but 
the sets are all made up 
of selected coins without 


scratches. There are also 


some smart business men 


in the Canadian Govern- 


ment, and they raised the 


price ‘of the 1965 proof-like 
sets to $4.00 in Canadain 
funds. The sets used to be 


$3.00 and they still contain 
$1.91 face. 

Most of you are familiar 
with the rush to obtain 
1965 Canadian proof-like 
sets from the source of sup- 
ply. It was announced that 
orders for the 1965 sets 
would not be accepted be- 
fore January Ist 1965. 
Even so, many collectors 
sent in their orders early 
to try to make sure that 
they would be among the 
first to receive the sets 
when they came _ out. 
These collectors outsmart- 


‘ed themselves though, as_ 
. the early orders were re- 


turned, The late orders 
were returned too, as over 
2,000,000 orders were re- 


ceived by January 2nd, and 


the projected capacity of 
the Royal Canadian Mint 
at that time seemed to be 
sold out for the year. The 
orders were shut off imme- 
diately, but a few months 
later they started accept- 
ing orders again. This de- 
pressed the prices for a 
while, but now. with the 
discovery of fwo varities 
in the dollars in: the proof- 
like sets, interest is on the 
increase and the prices are 
rising. Up to this time, 
there have not been any 
of the type III dollars re- 
ported found in proof-like 
sets. It is entirely possible 
that some will appear, and 
we imagine that everyone 
receiving sets from Canada 
from now on will quickly 
open them to inspect. the 
dollars.

door to door. The real in- 
spiration for coin collect- 
ing was developed by his 
father who gave him a bag 
of rare foreign coins which 
his father accumulated in 
England and France dur- 
ing World War I. As was 
natural, Mr. Lee’s interest 
in coins was limited to col- 
lecting United States coins, 
and he has today a special 
knowledge of the interest 


in Silver Commemoratives. 


Although the interest as a 
hobbiest never wained, Mr. 
Lee did not become suffi- 
ciently interested in coins 
as an investment until 
1964 when Security Coin 
Company was organized. 


Research 


It was Mr. Lee’s concern 


for what he considered spe- 
culative excesses in the 
coin market that caused 
him to enter into a massive 
research program in an ef- 
fort to discover a method 
of accurately predicting 
price movements. It is with 
considerable pride that Mr. 
Lee points out that he has 
prevented many people 
from buying the wrong 
coins at the wrong time.

~The centavos from 1916 
to 1943 vary slightly from 


the coins of 1944 to 1949.. 


The early bronze coins 
have 95 percent copper, 214 
percent tin and 2% per- 
cent zinc. The other have 
95 percent copper but only 
1 percent tin and 4 percent 
zinc. 

The coins from 1950 to 
date were reduced in size 
because of the devaluation 
of the previous year. Once 
again the centavo returned 
to only 16mm but the al- 
log now consisted of 85 


percent copper and 15 per- 


cent zinc. These “bronces” 
or brass are affectionately 
called “chiquita centavos” 
or “little cents.” This con- 
tinual variance is one more 
reason why Mexican coin- 
age is one of the most fa- 
mous and popular foreign 
coins.
